Extra& of a ldjir from Citizen Moifennier Council 
of the French Republic, at Baltimore to Citizen 
~~ Genet: Minifter Plenipotentiary, dated 6tb O@o- 

ber 1793: 

** The {chooner Sans Culottes, from Marfeills, 
has lately captured a Britihh brig, which had o n 
board 186 paffengers, who had fold themfelves as 
flaves for the term of 4, 5 and fix years, in order 
to pay their paflage. ‘The Capt. of the prize ex- 
prefled an inclination to fell them, bat I rejegted 
the propofal with contempt, and gave them their 
liberty immediately. My conduct on this occa- 
fion was very pleafing to the inhabitants, efpeci- 
ally tothe Irith, of which there are great numbers 
and who, would certainly have blamed me, had I 
agted otherwife. The ngers are exceedingly 
grateful, amd implore the bleffings of heaven for 
the Frenth Republic, and all her agents, who are 
aftuated by fimilar mptives. . 

Baltititre, O@ober 5.—This day arrived’ here 
the thip Friendthip, Capt. W B Smith, ia 45 days 
fromv Rewedeaux—Capt. Smith confirms the ac- 
counts of Mentz and Valenciennes being taken by 
the combined armies, and that before he failed it 
was reported that Lifle had alfo furrendered—and 
that an embargo had been laid epon all Americas 
yeflels in che different ports of France.

firong ; atid that notwithfanding their late defeats 
they Rill made a powerful head. That Cuftine 
had been maffacred ; and that the trade of Bour- 
deanx had fuffered by the commotions—the mer- 
chants withing for the eftablifhment of almoft any 
kind of free government, that would givea fpring 
to their declining commerce. 
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London, Aug. 6 —When the prince of Sax Co 
boorg took poffeflion of Conde, he did it, not 
in the name of Lovis XVII. but in the names of 

the emperor of Germany and king of, Pruffia.—
